Fractional Currency Shields are thought to have been made 
to be used in banks and post-offices for counterfeit detection. 
They were printed between June 1867 and May 1868 and are 
composed of 39 First, Second, and Third issue notes. There 
are 20 faces and 19 backs, all uniface. The notes on this shield 
vary in condition from bright to damaged. There are four 
hand-signed notes with three being Jeffries-Spinner. One, the 
50¢ Spinner, has been replaced with an Allison-Spinner note

when the Spinner was replaced. A few notes show damage, 
especially the 50¢ First Issue back and the 3¢ back.

On April 27, 1862 the Confederate blockade runner 
Bermuda was captured by the USS Mercedita and taken 
to Philadelphia. The Bermuda’s cargo, which included a 
shipment of banknote paper bound for Confederate print- 
ers, was ordered sold by the Federal Courts. The Treasury 
Department purchased most of the “CSA” watermarked 
banknote paper and used it for a number of purposes, 
including Fractional Currency Specimens of the Second and 
Third Issues.

Shortly after Fidel 
Castro’s rise to power in Cuba, he started seizing United States held assets on the island. Hundreds of thousands of acres of United States held 
land that was mainly used in the production of sugar cane was nationalized along with many United States owned business holdings. One of 
the last United States owned interests to be nationalized were the banks, including branches owned and operated by the First National Bank 
of Boston, the First National Bank of New York City, and Chase Manhattan Bank. However, the banks had large deposits on hand, with many 
of them in the form of Treasury Bonds. The bonds on deposit in the banks proved to be challenging. The Bureau of Public Debt was ordered 
to cancel the bonds stored in the bank vaults in Cuba and to prevent any unnecessary loss to the American banks. Therefore, the bonds were 
reissued in absentia to each institution. 


The two unredeemable bonds in this auction were locked away in the vault of the First National Bank of Boston in Havana. They were eventu- 
ally repatriated back to the States. Serial number 3 graces this $100,000 face value bond. A portrait of President Grant is at upper left and there 
is a deep red Treasury Seal as used on United States large size paper money prior to 1929. This bond is well centered with full margins and 
paper originality. A great item that will cost its new owner a fraction of its face value.

Its next appearance was part of Tom Fly- 
nn’s holdings in 2008. It realized $48,875 in that auction and the numbers behind its rarity were included in the description: “Since that time, 
a few additional pieces have turned up, with the likely count now in the area of ten known.

Tonight we are offering a rare piece of Civil War fiscal and numismatic history. Two Year Interest Bearing Treasury Notes were authorized under 
the Act of March 3, 1863 in denominations of $50, $100, $500, and $1000. They paid interest at 5% per annum, payable at maturity, two years 
after the date of issue. 


A single issued $100 note of this design was discovered in 1961 and was sold by Heritage in our 2005 Dallas, TX Signature Sale for $299,000. 
Another issued $100 example has been residing in the Smithsonian collection since 1978. The opportunity to at least acquire the design is 
therefore limited to rare occasions when proofs or specimens are offered. 


The specimen offered tonight differs quite significantly from the issued $100 note in its terms. The approach for paying interest envisioned when 
this was designed was much closer to that employed for bonds in that three “coupons” were attached to the right side of the note. Six, twelve, 
and eighteen months after the date of issue, the coupons were cut from the note and interest (in the case of this note, $2.50) was paid. Finally, 
twenty-four months after the original issue date, the note itself served as the fourth coupon and was redeemed for its face value plus the final 
$2.50 in interest. 


The note is adorned with three wonderful vignettes — “Farmer and Mechanics” on the left, an oval vignette of the Treasury Building in the 
middle, and a great Civil War vignette, “In the Turret” on the right. This example has pie shaped cancels which have also been seen on experi- 
mental fractional currency notes and are believed to have originated in the Treasury’s Auditor’s Department. The note is also stamped “SPECI- 
MEN” twice, once on the note and once across all three attached coupons. The proof we offered in 2005 had more traditional small round 
punch cancels and did not include the stamped SPECIMEN designations. PCGS grades this example Choice About New 55 with the notation, 
of course, that it is hole punch cancelled.

The story about United States Treasury Notes begins in the 1870’s with monetary policy that greatly affected the use of silver in coinage. First, 
silver was demonetized in the Coinage Law of 1873. This move was set about by a Congress that was largely for the Gold Standard. The timing 
however could not have been worse as a depression in Europe sank its claws into the American economy. Western Senators were hard pressed 
to take care of their constituency, which was hit hard by falling silver prices in addition to the recession. 


Congressman Richard P. Bland and Senator William A. Allison proposed the Bland-Allison Act of 1878. In addition to calling for the Double 
Standard, it also called for between $2 million and $4 million worth of silver to be purchased by the Treasury each month. Both Morgan Dol- 
lars and Silver Certificates were born of this act as it called for the silver to be placed into circulation. Since the law called for excess silver 
purchases, beyond the needs of the public, the vaults at the Treasury began to fill up with Morgan Dollars. 


By 1889, the surplus was in the hundreds of millions of dollars. President William Harrison mentioned in his annual address that $283,539,521 
worth of silver dollars sat in the vaults, and more than $6 million of it was not represented by Silver Certificates. At this time silver was worth 
around 70 cents per ounce, but special interests pushed even harder. The introduction of the Windom Silver Bullion Purchase Act in the House 
was an attempt to remove all restrictions on the purchase and coining of silver. The act passed on July 14, 1890, called for greatly increased 
limits as well as introducing the issue of Treasury Notes. The increase allowed for the purchase of up to 4.5 million ounces of silver each month, 
or whatever was available on the market. It also introduced Treasury Notes in form of payment for the purchases in denominations of not less 
than $1 and not more than $1000. Though the notes were introduced to back silver purchases, they were redeemable for both gold and silver 
specie. As such, they earned the nickname “Coin Notes.” 


The Act doubled the amount of silver purchased by the government each month. The technical change to Treasury Notes in the act proved fatal 
for silver. The notes were redeemable in both gold and silver and with silver far below par, the public would be foolish to not choose gold when 
redeeming their notes. James Nelson Huston, the Treasurer at the time, was a steadfast Republican and hardly the fiscal conservative. The law 
allowed him to cease the issuance of $1000 and $500 Silver Certificates in favor of Treasury Notes. 


The favored status of the Treasury notes was evidenced by increased redemption rates. Logically they would have also been favored by those 


hoarding cash, providing for a slightly larger survival rate to date than silver certificates. The smaller print runs though provided for a very lim- 
ited number of survivors. With the $500 denomination printed but unissued, $1000 Treasury Notes stand as the pinnacle of the coin and cur- 
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rency numismatic realm. Their story is defined by the same actions that produced the coveted Morgan Silver Dollar and are rarer than the 1804 
Dollar and show up at auction with less frequency than even the 1913 Liberty Nickel. Tonight also marks the first time in modern numismatic 
history that both major design types of the $1000 Treasury Note have been offered at auction. 


There are a total of five examples known of this Rosecrans-Huston signed Large Brown Seal 1890 Treasury “Grand Watermelon” $1000. Three 
of the five known are in government hands, one in the National Numismatic Collection of the Smithsonian Institution and two in the collections 
of Federal Reserve banks—one in Chicago and the other in San Francisco. 


This example, which has the lowest serial number of the five known pieces, is one of two available to collectors. The second privately held 
example is the Limpert, Friedberg, and Krause-Lemke illustration piece. It was previously owned by F.C.C. Boyd, James Wade, Robert Fried- 
berg, and Amon Carter, Jr. and was sold to its current owner at public auction in October 2005 for $1,092,500...the first note to break the seven 
figure mark. The currently offered example made its first public appearance in Harmer-Rooke’s 1969 Million Dollar sale. It then reappeared 
in 1983 in the H.I.M. sale at the Memphis show. Since then it had been in an east coast private collection until it was sold privately into the 
Greensboro Collection. 


This design-type has earned the number one position (and the jacket photo) in Q. David Bowers and David Sundman’s 100 Greatest American 
Currency Notes printed in 2006. 


All five known examples occupy a twenty point grade range spread. The three government held notes have traditionally been graded VF or XF. 
The currently offered note resides in a PCGS Extremely Fine 45 Apparent holder and the other privately held note is in a PCGS 50 holder. This 
note has been assigned the Apparent grade for some expertly executed restorations of the top margin area and a scattering of virtually undetect- 
able closed pinholes. The notes’ nickname has been derived from the resemblance of the three large zeros on the back to watermelons. The 
1890 $100 Treasury Note has two of these zeros and has always been referred to as the “Watermelon” note. This $1000 has earned the Grand 
Watermelon moniker. This is the most famous of all US type notes and only three collectors can simultaneously hold this type. This is one of just 
two 379a’s available to collectors and it shares the design with the unique in private hands Small Red Seal 379b.

Only two examples of this design-type are known to exist. The first is this note, whose pedigree lists most of the important names in the history 
of US currency collecting. It was in the 1944 Barney Bluestone sale of the Grinnell Collection, then to Robert Friedberg, then to Amon Carter, 
Jr., followed by Jim Thompson, then on to Dean Oakes who sold it to Dr. Edward and Joanne Dauer (the only collectors who ever formed a 
complete collection of all known U.S. type notes), and finally to the Greensboro Collection. The second existing example has a much sim- 
pler history. It has resided in the National Numismatic Collection of the Smithsonian Institution since it was transferred there by the Treasury 
Department. 


This note shares its basic face design with the “Grand Watermelon” in the previous lot. Both have the same striking vignette of General Meade, 
who took over as the head of the Army of the Potomac on the eve of the battle of Gettysburg. Meade was once referred to by an anonymous 
officer on his staff as looking like “a dammed old goggle-eyed snapping turtle.” In his Pulitzer Prize winning book, A Stillness at Appomat- 
tox, Bruce Catton says essentially the same thing in much kinder words...”Major General Commanding George Gordon Meade was lean and 
grizzled, with a great hawk nose and a furious temper, and his staff had learned to read omens in his behavior. When the army was about to 
do something he gave off sparks, and those around him did well to step quietly and rapidly.” Just a quick glance at the well executed vignette 
seems to tell us that the engraver was aware of Meade’s reputation. 
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Although the “Grand Watermelon” note with the same basic face design has always received the better “press” due to its magnetic nickname, 
this note is actually far rarer. There are seven “Grand Watermelons” known, three of which are in private collections. The currently offered 1891 
open back is unique in private hands and one of only two in existence. 


PCGS has graded this note (which has historically been referred to as CU) Extremely Fine 45PPQ...history was wrong, PCGS got it right. Some 
argument could be made for AU, but the note clearly has light traces of circulation and the assigned grade should be considered accurate. The 
important PPQ designation, (which has been placed on this note’s holder) is missing from virtually all high-denomination rarities, as restora- 
tions and repairs are nearly ubiquitous on these historic artifacts. The currently offered note is totally free of any improvements...none were 
ever needed as the note is absolutely perfect for its grade. 


As with the 1863 $100 Gold which we are also selling this evening, this is likely a once in a lifetime chance to acquire this design-type. After 
the hammer falls this evening, no collector will have the opportunity to own an 1891 $1000 Treasury Note until tonight’s successful bidder parts 
with this treasure.

This note, which PMG has graded as 
Choice About Uncirculated 58 along with their Exceptional Paper Quality comment, has the signatures of Cross and Miller distinctly and stylishly 
pen signed. According to a PMG press release, the previously known varieties were Fr. 817, which has the signatures of these same two officials 
engraved on the plate, and Fr. 817a, where the signatures were rubber stamped. Other minor varieties exist (such as the stamped signatures in 
red), and Fr.

We are extremely pleased this evening to be able to offer the only 1863 $100 Gold Certificate in private hands. Three examples of this note are 
known to exist, two of which reside in the Smithsonian Institution. The lowest serial number example is serial number 11811. It was previously 
part of the Schermerhorn Collection, but was confiscated (likely lacking proper authorization) by the US Secret Service, canceled and delivered 
to the Treasury Department Bureau of the Public Debt. It was later transferred by that bureau to the Smithsonian where it currently resides. That 
note is pictured in color on page 662 of The Whitman Encyclopedia of US Paper Money by Q. David Bowers. Without question that note bears 
the hand autographed counter-signature of H. H. VanDyck as Assistant Treasurer of the US for the New York District. 


The second example, the currently offered note, bears serial number 46425. It is hand dated December 13, 1866 and it has the engraved sig- 
nature of H.H. VanDyck. The engraved signatures were permitted by law only on the $20 and $100 denominations of this issue. The higher 
denomination notes from $500 through $10,000 required the hand signature of the assistant treasurer. The Whitman Encyclopedia erroneously 
cites this note, the currently offered example, as hand signed. 


The third and final example which also resides in the Smithsonian Institution is serial number 112853. The signatures on it are likely also 
engraved. It is photographed on page 219 of the 2006 Edition of the Hessler and Chambliss Comprehensive Catalog of US Paper Money. Hessler 
and Chambliss also mistakenly refer to this example as having the autographed counter-signature. That book goes on to say, “Only the second 
of these notes is in private hands. It is in XF-AU condition and is much the finest of the three known notes, in terms of grade. This note is dated 
January 13, 1866 and has been off the market for many years.” 


Two of the three known examples, the currently offered piece and serial number 112853, bear a fourth signature, vertically hand signed to the 
right of the eagle. The signature is that of Oscar Fink, who, according to the 1875 Edition of the US Treasury Register, began work as the head of 
the Coin Division in the Assistant Treasurer’s Office in New York on December 1, 1863 (for filing in the useless information category, Mr. Fink’s 
annual compensation was $2,200). 
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Although the higher denominations of this issue were used for banking and clearing house purposes, there is considerable evidence that the 
$20s and $100s actually circulated. In J. Cooke: Financier of the Civil War, Volume One by Ellis Oberholtze, the author cites an instance in 
which Philadelphia importers “vigorously complained to Mr. Cooke” that they were unable to procure 1863 gold notes from the New York 
assistant treasurer, and that these certificates, like the gold coins themselves, were becoming subjects of speculation. Further evidence that 
these notes actually circulated is the fact that all known $20 and $100 1863 Golds are actually circulated. This cataloger gives more weight to 
the second piece of evidence than the first. In John J. Knox’s US Notes: The History of the Various Issues of Paper Money By the Government of 
the United States printed in 1885 he mentions this issue on pages 115 and 116 “the Act of March 3, 1863 authorized the issue of Gold Certifi- 
cates...to be used for clearing-house purposes. They were authorized to be issued in sums of not less than $20 corresponding with the denomi- 
nations of US notes. The coin and bullion deposited were required to be retained in the Treasury for the payment of the same on demand.” And 
states further, “Most of these certificates issued for clearing-house purposes were in denominations of $1000, $5000, and $10000.” 


The original source of the currently offered note is lost to history. It resided with a well known Midwest dealer for many decades and was then 
privately placed into the collection of Dr. Edward & Joanne Dauer, the only collectors to ever form a complete collection of all known U.S. type 
notes. It was then sold privately to the owner of the Greensboro Collection in 2006. This is the first auction appearance not only of this particu- 
lar note, but of this design type. This represents the only opportunity in history for a private collector to obtain a note of this design at public 
sale. The PCGS Apparent grade has been assigned for the closing of a small edge tear at the upper left. There has been absolutely no restoration 
or rebuilding anywhere on the note, which is essentially unheard of for a note of this rarity and age. Until this note leaves the collection that it 
enters this evening, it is most unlikely that another opportunity to obtain this design-type will ever present itself. Simply irreplaceable!

DOES NOT MEET THE “Minimum Bid’, THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY A REDUCED COMMISSION 
ON THOSE LOTS. ”Minimum Bids” are generally posted online several days prior to the Auction 
closing.
